F all the worlds the moon is neares'‘ to us and 
most closely related to us. It tikes hold upon 
the earth with a wonderful tenacity bespeaking 
beautifal fellowship for man. The force with which 
the earth holds to the moon is estimated at two hun- 
dred thousand millions of millions of tons. Or it 
may be represented by steel wirer, one-fourth of an 
inch thick, fixed into the moon on its earth side 
within six inches of each other and running to the 
earth and fastening therein. The moon seems at 
times very bright, but it is no brighter than an 
equal patch of sky at midday, so that if our entire 
sky were filled with moons they would only equal 
the brightness of the sun at noon. Within oursky 
six hundred and eighty thousand full moons could 
be placed, showing that the sun is by so much 
brighter than the moon. The angular diameter of 
the moon is about one-half of a degree, and as our 
horiz on from East to West is one hundred and eighty 
degrees in length, an arch of moons reaching from 
the Eastern horizon to the Western, would be three 
hundred and sixty in number. The moon has as 
much brightness by day as by night, but toshow its 
comparative brightness with the sky it should be 
viewed at midday. Then it is only as a white cloud 
hardly distinguishable from the sky itself. 





HE horse will never be driven from the track as 

a traveler, but largely he will be substituted by 
steam, electricity, and other motors. It is a relief! 
to see the street car pass without the galling service 
of the horse. On electric wings it glides smoothly 
and swiftly, while the heart of the sympathetic 
passenger is not forced into service with the strug- 
gling beast. The bicycle and the tricycle are also 
giving relief to horeeflesh, and the man mounted 
on one or the other may make a long day’s run in 
good weather with nearly the ease of driving. Still 
muscle motor is not the satisfactory thing, and am- 
bition will not rest with it. In English cities the 
petroleum motor is being tried on tricycles, while 
in France the steam carriage sweeps through the 
city street. If the bicycle may glide noiselessly 
and swiftly without muscular propulsion, aud the 
carriage speed on its way without the aid of the 
horse, it would look as though the age of easy 
transit were near at hand. In the cage of the tricy- 
cle a gallon of petroleum or berz lene will furnish 
power for forty miles at a speed of from three to 
ten miles an hour. Thus, from fifty to one hundred 
miles a day may be made by a single person at an 
expense for motor of but from thirty to fifty cents. 





HE great curse of India is its liability to drought 
and consequent famine. Millions have perished 

for lack of food within the ages past in the vast In- 
dian peninsula. It has not been from lack of water 
so much as frcm its unequal distribution. The an- 
nual waste, if utilized properly, would make fam- 
ine nearly impossible and plenty to abound. Bya 
wonderful engineering feat, that is to cost some 
$4,000,000, the surplus waters of the river Periar are 
to be turned into the channel of the Veigei. But to 
make this diversion possible, a dam 150 feet high and 
60 feet deep at the base is being built, and a rocky 
mountain wall has to be pierced by a tunnel, seven 
by ten feet, of 5,700 feet, or over one mile in length. 


A small force of Europeans is pushing the work 
forward at the head of an army of 2,700 natives as 
workmen, and when the work shall have been 
fully accomplished blessings to millions for all time

NE of the wonders of the hour is a ““Woman’s 
Sorosis’”’ in Bombay, India. The organization 
was effected by Mrs. Dr. Rider, of New York City, 
who, for recuperation, had gone to India for a few 
months. She at once saw the want of womanhood 
and determined to contribute to its supply. She 
issued a call to the Indian ladies to meet her for the 
purpose of forming a social and literary society. 
She was very greatly opposed by European resi- 
dents in her work, and was especially urged to 
invite only ladies of a certain class. She declared, 
however, against all modification in her call, feel- 
ing that whosoever would should be allowed to 
come. Forty ladies responded to her call repre- 
senting various creeds and languages, though all 
could speak English. An organization was effected 
and a central room was chosen for their services. 
On their table are found the chief English and 
American magazines, and Hindoo, Parsee, Eura- 
sian, Mohammedan, and Christian ladies freely dis- 
cuss the questions that interest the men and women 
of the world. They meet once in two weeks on 
Saturday afternoon at 4 o’clock and continue in 
session for two hours. They number two hundred 
members, and their motto is, ‘“The world was made 
for women too.’”’? With the rest they are organizing 
classes in bookkeeping, dressmaking, etc., and at 
each session a lectureof twenty minutes is given on 
some distinguished woman of the Western world 
and her work. The light has dawned upon our sis- 
ters of the East. 


ENEVOLENCE is not wholly Christian in this 

age, though it is almost wholly the fruit of a 
biblically religious heart. The Jews have been 
proverbially generous in all the ages, but their gen- 
erosity has been largely confined to their own peo- 
ple. And there has been a justification in this and 
there yet is. No people have, in the history of the 
world, been so outrageously and mercilessly perse- 
cuted as have the Jews. Truly the hand of every 
nationality has been against them, and ten thou- 
sand times the judgments of God have seemed to 
rest upon them for the murder of his Son. “His 
blood be on us and on our children,’’ has been fear- 
fully realized by them. The ‘‘Baron Hirsch Fand”’ 
places the distinguished Austrian (one hundred 
times over a millionaire) among the most honored 
benefactors of his race. For the year past he has 
used $10,000 per month in aiding Jewish emigrants 
from Russia to America, and now he has set aside 
a fund of $2,400,000, the interest of which is to be 
used in aiding Russian Jews who shall land in the 
United States.

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WORDS AND THEIR USE.

We have already said that in reading and inter- 
preting the Scriptures, we should remember the 
highly figurative style of the East. These figures 
of speech must be explained with due consideration 
to the laws of language, and especially must they 
be interpreted in accordance with the unity of 
truth; with established moral maxims; with the 
universal sense of right, and in harmony with 
Scripture itself. 

Here is a case in point: Lainez, the successor of 
Loyala as general of the Jesuits, ina discourse at 
the nineteenth session of the Council of Trent, 
speaking upon the allegory of the “Good Shep- 
herd, applied it to priest and people in the most lit- 
eral manner. The shepherd or priest, he maintained, 
should be supreme in authority over the flock or 
the laity. ‘Sheep are beasts without reason,’’ he 
said, ‘‘therefore they ought not to take any part in 
the government of the Church. That belongs to 
the priesthood alone.’”’ This is a case of special 
pleading. And it would also follow from this in- 
terpretation that as sheep were made to be sheared, 
so these shepherds would have the right not only 
to rule, but to fleece the flock. The Lord has been 
very good to the priests. 

The Apostle Paul speaks of our growing. He 
exhorted the Ephesians ‘‘to speak the truth in love, 
that they might grow up in eli things into him 
which is the head.’’? The Christian life and its 
crowning glory are here represented. There is a 
beautiful analogy between the natural growth of 
plant or animal and the expanding, ripening full- 
ness of a spiritual experience. It is secured not by 
accession, but by an unfolding, by a vital power 
from within. Yet because of special views this 
word ‘‘growth’’ is often so interpreted as to teach a 
doctrine just the opposite to that maintained by 
this apostle. It has been made to serve a weak 
fatalism, or as teaching that we are passive in re- 
demption, or the dogma of ‘physical regeneration.”’ 
Now, growth as we see it in the organic world, is 
automatic, necessary. The boy need not try to 
grow, for he will grow as the acorn develops into 
the oak, as the cygnet evolves into the swan. But 
how does a man grow better—not heavier or bigger 
—but nobler, wiser, more Christlike? Not automat- 
ically, not by a law of necessity, not as the boy or 
plant grows towards physical completion; butas he 
‘“‘strives,’’ ‘‘overcomes,”’ as he ‘‘works out his own 
salvation.’’ Yet there are those whose hope of 
spiritual, moral perfection is in a natural growth or 
development, not through grace, but by natural law 
they expect to gain all possible heights of spiritual 
excellence. Even Dr. Drummond, quoting Christ’s 
words, ‘‘Oonsider the lilies how they grow,’’ tells 
us (in his ‘‘Natural Law,”’’ efc.), “‘lilies grow auto- 
matically, spontaneously, without trying.’’ There 
oan be no other principle of growth than this.’”’ ‘It 
applies alike to body and soul, ... aboy 
grows without trying. . . . The soul grows 
without trying, without even thinking.’”’ How 
strange! Is not this a marked case of theolcgical 
bias? Calvin being dead yet speaketh! 

Christ was not speaking of “‘growth’’ of any 
kind when he pointed to the lilies, any more than 
of how we should clothe ourselves, and from his 
words we might as soon expect to be clothed by 
necessary law as to increase in holiness automat- 
ically. If we receive the testimony of Christ, 
guided by our own experience and common sense, 
we know that the soul can not grow up into him as 
the lily grows. If we could, why ‘‘strive,”’ “‘agon 
ize?’”’ The Doctor says, ‘We never think of tell- 
ing a boy to grow.’”’ Yet do we not urge men to 
“lay hold on the life eternal, to fight the good fight 
of faith?’’ 

Another striking illustration of theological bias 
is found in the interpretation sometimes given to a 
portion of the fifty-first Psalm. Though there is 
a mixture of the figurative and literal, yet it would 
seem that we could not mistake the strong language 
of self-reproach and condemnation; for it is mon- 
strous to suppose that the penitent king would ac 
cuse his mother of a foul crime, and impeach the 
Almighty for ‘‘shaping him’’ so wickedly. Did he 
not say, “‘I will praise the Lord, for I am fearfully 
and wonderfully made, and that my soul knoweth 
right well?” 

Then again, we often come to use words thought- 
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lessly, much as a parrot talks, or as echo replies, 
Phrases are repeated as the rock or wall refiects the 
voice, So our prayers, whether read or recited, 
may become as stale and soulless as those that re- 
volve on a Tartar’s wheel. Oalling one’s self ‘‘a 
miserable sinner’”’ before God, while there is a feel- 
ing of fat satisfaction, a placid sense of doing the 
polite in the most approved style—we would not 
judge—but if this is ever realized, what mockery! 
What offering more offensive to heaven ever defiled 
a pagan altar? 

The most of us are born to a heritage of religious 
or denominational expressions.. These phrases 
might once have been needed; but whether they 
were or not, they may now have become obsolete, 
or unmeaning, or even false in the light of increas- 
ing knowledge. Yet habit prompts their utterance 
and we reiterate them, not because they are true, 
but in an absent or a perfunctory manner. 

Let me present a famiiiar instance of such a heri- 
tage. ‘‘Tne B:ble is our only creed.’’ ‘‘ We receive 
the Bible as supreme authority.’’ Undoubtedly 
men have especially gloried in this confession, that 
‘the Bible was their creed,’’ thinking it the high- 
est possible, the truest possible position fora Prot- 
estant, for a Christian. But will this bear carefal, 
strict analysis? Does any body of religionists re- 
ceive the Bible as supreme in doctrine and practice? 
As final, absolute authority? ‘‘A hardening in 
part hath befallen Israel,’’ and the Jew repudiates 
the Gospel, the Ohristian the law. For to him 
“the law and the prophets were until John; from 
that time the Gospel of the kingdom of Gad is 
preached.’’ If we use the word creed as meaning a 
summary of Christian belief, a formula that is au- 
thoritative in doctrine and practice, can we, with 
propriety, call ‘‘the Bible our creed?’”’ By far the 
largest portion is rejected by all Christians as be- 
longing to a by-gone age and dispensation. The 
Lavitical ritual is obsolete, and we listen not to the 
voice of ‘patriarch or prophet out of the dim past, 
for ‘‘in these last days God has spoken unto us by 
his Son.’”” We turn not to priest or oracle, to altar 
or temple,.but to him who said, ‘‘Lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of the world.”’ 

Then that part of the Bible which we receive, 
does not, in the ordinary sense, contain a code of 
morals nor a formula of doctrine. There werelaws 
enough, legislation enough, yet men were dead and 
dying. Jesus did not, as ‘‘the desire of all natione,”’ 
come making a creed; he came not with tabulated 
doctrines and ceremonies as Moses did; he came to 
give life, abundant, eternal life, and life comes not 
from formula or dogma, from anything outward or 
mechanical, though ‘‘made in all things according 
to the pattern shown in the holy mount,’’ or any- 
thing legal, though holy as the Decalogue. Life 
comes only from life, and the aim of Jesus was so 
to inspire, so to vivify the heart, that the Christian 
should be a law unto himsel!. The relation of Jesus 
to his disciples is personal; it is tender and natural 
as love. ‘‘He calleth his own by name and leadeth 
them out;’’ while it is in him we are saved, in him 
we have life. 

A creed implies authority, from which follows 
gubjection—vassalage. But the Christian is free; 
he is free-born. We are not the thralls of Christ; 
not so much the subjects of his government as we 
are his friends and brothers. ‘‘For both he that 
sanctifieth and they who are sanctified are all of one; 
for which cause he is not ashamed to call them 
brethren.’”? We are free as the children of a loving 
home, as the sons and daughters of an affectionate 
father. There is small place for ‘‘a creed’’ in the 
“family of God.’”’ “Oar onlyauthority.’”? Can we 
find this in anything outward? In any church or 
book? The disciple is not under subjugation, but 
as a king and a priest unto God; nay, as a son of 
the Highest, to him is authority delegated. We 
love the Bible, but ‘‘behold, a greater than Solomon 
is here,’’ a greater than prophet and apostle. For 
‘twe have come unto the heavenly Jerusalem,’’ to 
the age predicted by the prophet, when no longer 
needing the symbolism of altar and temple, “‘all 
shall be taught of God, and great shall be the peace 
of his children.’”’

THE IMMORTALITY OF SOOIBTY. 

Life and death, as a phenomena, are ever before 
us, and the one attends and waits upon the other, 
The apparent death in the vegetable kingdom goes 
to nourish a new life, and thus the old life is perpet- 
uated in the development of the new plant. And 
this is true in the animal kingdom. There is no 
break in the long stream of vital force; the life of 
the parent is transmitted to the offspring, and thus 
while the body returns to dust, the vital force ig 
continued in other organisms. 

But man is more than an animal, and the body 
is only the house in which he lives. The body is 
not the man. We buy our bodies from the grocer 
and butcher and miller many times over. They 
are ours; we own them by purchase, but they do 
notown us. We are of God and live unto him, 
and when the dust returns to earth the spirit (we 
are spirits) returns to God who gave it. Now, 
death viewed from this higher standpoint is only 
an incident along the way. God lives; he is a God 
of life and not gf death. Death is a transition to a 
higher state. The kingdom of God is life carried 
up through death, where the Divine Father will 
reign, not over a dark, dead world of ashes and 
dust, but over a universe of life and song and 
beauty—a kingdom of truth, justice, and love. The 
forces of nature and of God do not lead to a ceme- 
tery, the grave of all life, to an endless winter and 
night, but to a land where there is no death, and to 
a city whose builder and makeris God. And this 
is not of the individual alone. The Scriptures 
teach the immortality of society. They speak of 
the other life as a kingdom, as a place of law and 
order and speech; of song and beauty and love; of 
the associations of many kindred and tongues, 
The departed are spoken of as being ‘‘gathered to 
their fathers ;’’ not to their graves, but to their new 
life beyond. The Bible speaks of the dead as still 
alive; of Abraham and Isaac and Jacob and Moses 
and Elias, as still living. 

The immortality of society opens upa question 
which suggests many lessons of thrilling interest. 
And we mast confess that our actual knowledge is 
limited; we know certainly only what is revealed, 
and revelation is not as explicit as one might wish. 


But what is revealed partakes so much of general. 


principles that we may feel our way along with 
great confidence. There is nothing in death to de- 
stroy self-coneciousness or even identity. We shall 
be ourselves, and will begin life there in the spirit 
as we end life here in the flash. There is nothing 
in death to change character for better or worse, 
We shall exist in social relations, but not as we do 
here. The Scriptures teach that earthly relations 
do not exist in the life beyond: ‘‘They neither 
marry nor are givenin marriage, but are as the 
angels of God.”’ The institution of marriage has 
its necessity in the relations of parentage and child- 
hood. But the fact that there are no marriages, 
and hence no births in heaven, does not imply that 
the relations of husband and wife, parent and 
child, which existed upon earth will be forgotten, 
or that the love of this life shall not be renewed. 
The Scriptures teach that we shall know and love 
each other there, as we know and love each other 
here, and while the love of heaven will be larger 
and unselfish, yet we may believe that between 
those who knew the sacred relations and love of 
earthly homes there will always be the same tender 
ties in the larger home above. 

But the thought of “the immortality of society” 
leads us to conclude that all who ever lived in this 
world are stilealive—alive in their conscious per- 
sonality. We may not comprehend what spirit life 
is, or what it is to exist without earthly bodies, and 
yet I suppose our consciousness and identity will 
have form and locality and limitation. We shall 
have bodies, but they will be spiritual and not sub 
ject to the laws of disease and death. We shall 
leave in death all that belongs to the life and needs 
of sense, butin that world of mind life, of senti- 
ment and spirit life, we shall find a place and a use 
for all those principles and qualities of character 
that we have acquired to the transactional relation# 
of this world. Philosophically studied, all this 
body life of the present is but a means to an end, 
dise/piine, a labor, an experience through which 
the higher life of the soul is being developed and 
charactered in right and enriched in truth and love. 
These higher things are to be the world and the 
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life of the soul when the body dies. In this light 
we can understand the philosophy of the life of re- 
ligion, of its self-denials, of its duties, of its princi- 
ples. They fit us for and lead us to the conditions 
aud epjoyments of the heavenly world. And here, 
alas, we may see the nature of future punishment. 
It is the absence of those things which make up the 
life of the soul. Itis to be without the ‘‘wedding 
garment,”’ without those affections and principles 
which fit one for the society of the pure and good. 
To one who has lived for self, lived for gain, lived 
in his appetites and passions, and has no heart 
treasure that is above the power of death—for such 
an one to die is to lose all. This is what Christ 
meant when he said: ‘‘What shall it profit a man 
if he gain the whole world and lose himself?’’ 
Sach a soul, carried beyond its desires and their 
gratification, will find itself in loss and poverty, 
and hence, in wailing and woe. 

And thus we find ourselves and the scenes of this 
world carried into the world beyond. Bat, oh, 
how changed! Here only the few appear at any 
one time. The denizens of earth disappear like a 
relay of laborers. None of us finish what we be- 
gin; no age completes its work. The thinkers and 
workmen of this age must give place to those who 
shall follow. But the work is one. Thcs9 who 
lead the reform of one age enter into the joy of 
those who afterwards carry it to final victory. If 
Moses and Elias entered into sympathy with Christ 
on the mount of transfiguration, why not all the 
inhabitants of the spirit world bs interested in the 
redemption of earth? Here the workers come and 
go; there they stay at their task till it is done. Oh, 
how the scene rises up in grandeur as we behold the 
countless millions of the earth gathering on the other 
shore! How they take up the truths and principles 
for which they lived and died, and carry them for- 
ward! No setting sun to call them home; no 
weary arm or brain to bid them rest; no waiting 
grave to call a halt, and there, as here, Christ shall 
lead them. 

Thus we stand and look away to the other life. 
Here all is transient and weakness and pain and 
parting; there all is enduring and eternal. In that 
land is strength and health and beauty and love 
and greeting. In the midst of those bright forms 
are our Obristian dead and our children saved for- 
ever. I hear their sweet voices calling us away, 
calling us to our better home.

MOODY AT THE GRAVE OF WHITEFIELD. 

Saturday, February 28, 1891, Mr. Moody, the great 
evangelist of this century, preached at the grave of 
Whitefield, the great evangelist of the last century. 
The scene was one to stir all hearts. Mr. White- 
field died in Newburyport, Mais., September 30, 
1770, and his grave is under the pulpit in the ‘‘Old 
South”’ Presbyterian Church in that city. In the 
corner of the church at the left of the pulpit stands 
a marble monument erected to his memory. Mr. 
Moody planned to hold a service in this church at 
half past one in the afternoon of the above named 
day. <A large congregation gathered before the 
hour of beginning the service. 

About one o’clock Mr. Moody entered the church, 
passed quietly to the Whitefield monument and 
read the inscription, and then opened the service of 
song. Mr. Moody read a Scripture lesson from Mr. 
Whit« field’s Bible which was on the pulpit, and 
then preached for an hour and ten minutes from 
the same text which Mr. Whitefisld used at Exeter, 
N. H, the last day of his life—II. Cor. 13: 5. Mr. 
Moody spoke with great earnestness, and held his 
audience in wrapt attention to the close. I give 
below what he said, in substance, with many of 
his impressive illustrations omitted. 

Mr. Moody said: It is a great pleasure for me to 
be here to-day. I have looked forward for many 
years to this day. I never think of Whitefield 
without tears coming in my eyes. Oa the closing 
day of Whitefield’s ministry he rade thirty milee, 
preached for two hours in the open air at Exeter, 
N. H., spoke in the evening in this city, ate his 
supper, went to his room, and passed into glory. 

Wasn’t that a beautifal ending of a devoted life! 
Let us look at the text from which he preached 
that sermon at Exeter—II. Cor. 13: 5: ‘Examine 
yourselves, whether ye be in the faith; prove your 
Own selves; know ye not your own selves how that 
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Jesus Ohrist isin you, except ye be reprobates?’’ 
I wish every word of that sermon that Whitefield 
preached had been taken down that we might have 
it to study. I wish I could preach from this text 
just as he did. When Whitefield came to this 
country the last time he found many who had pro- 
feesed to accept Christ on his previous visits had 
turned back, and he had to call upon them to ex- 
amine themselves. Many in the church at Corinth 
had turned back, ard Paul wrote these words to 
the Corinthian Ohurch, ‘‘Examine yourselves, 
whether ye be in the faith.”’ But let us look at 
this text in a broader sense; examine our own 
hearts, whether we are in the faith. Lot us arise 
and claim the blessing. I find more interest in re 
ligion this year, and rigat in Boston where I have 
been laboring for the past few weeks, than I have 
seen for years, and I believe there is more interest 
among the world’s people than there is among 
Christians. Examine yourselves; don’t be ex- 
amining other people. The Word of God is almost 
a sealed book to many. People read the Sunday 
psper, but not the Bible. 

Examine to see if you have the truth. People 
tell me that it doesn’t make any difference whether 
it is truth or not if they are only sincere and earnest 
in their belief. I believe that is the biggest lie that 
the devil has invented. Suppose I go to your bank 
and present my check to be cashéd for $10,000 
The cashier would say, ‘‘Have you any money de 
posited here, Mr. Moody?’’ Isay, ‘No; I haven’: 
any money deposited in this bank or any other.”’ 
He says, ‘‘What do you mean by presenting thir 
check if you haven’t any money?” I answer, “J 
am in earnest; I want it cashed on earnestness.’’ 
Why, the cashier would say I was out of my head. 
You want to examine yourself to see if you have 
the true faith. Any faith that brings you to the 
right kind of Christ is the right kind of faith. A 
good many people haven’t got the rght kind of 
Christ. 

John says, ‘‘We know that we have passed from 
death unto life because we love the brethren.’’ 
Now, examine yourselves; how is it? Doyoulove 
the brethren? Are you engaged in a church 
quarrel? Are you running around gossipping 
about your minister? When I was first converted 
I loved t» be with Christians, and I loved to talk 
with them so much that I wished every ons of 
them wore a badge so that we should know them 
I’ve got over that, for every hypocrite would have 
one and we would be worse off than we are now 
Every Christian has an inward badge—/ove, a love 
that reaches outside of our own denomination 
Thank God, we are making advancement along 
this line. Twenty-five years ago we couldn’t have 
a meeting like this. We tried it in Chicago 
twenty-five years ago, and when we came together 
the Baptist minister would say, ‘‘I want it under- 
stood I am as much of a Baptist as ever, but I con- 
descend to come ;’’ and he would run up the B iptist 
flag, and the Congregational minister would run up 
the Congregational flag, and the Presbyterian the 
Presbyterian flag. But I haven’i seen a Bap’ist or 
a Oongregationalist or a Presbyterian since I came 
to your city. Examine yourselves on love. You 
can win men if you can show them that you love 
them. 

Examine yourselves to see what kind of a spirit 
you have got. Christians are in this world to repre- 
sent Christ. Ohrist is in heaven to represent Chris- 
tians. ‘Ye are the light of the world.’”? Men read 
us. A great many people might just as well go into 
prayer-meeting and ring a little tea-bell as to speak 
when their life doesn’t correspond with what they 
profess. Some ministers might just as well go into 
the pulpit and blowa tin horn asto preach. We 
want a forgiving spirit. I will venture to say (but 
I don’t know anything about it, and I hope some 
one will contradict it after I am through), I will 
venture to say that there are members of this 
church that don’t speak to each other. With that 
spirit in the church, Gabriel himself or ten thou- 
sand Whitefields couldn’t accomplish anything. I 
know a president of a university who got into a 
quarrel with a member of the same denomination, 
and they would not forgive and they ruincd the 
university and the church in that place. 

Examine yourselves to see if you have a for- 
giving spirit by seeing if you can pray the prayer 
which Jesus taught his disciples from the heart. 
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We call it the Lord’s Prayer, but it is the disciple’s 
prayer. 

Examine yourselves in regard to the world. 
You join the Masons and Odd Fallows, and go to 
lodges three or four evenings in the week, and neg- 
lect the prayer-meeting and the chur2h, and see if 
you don’t grow lean. Examine yourself in your 
home life, 1t is not the will of God that our chil- 
dren should go down to destruction. Where are 
the young men? Are they in the club rooms? in 
orothels? in whisky shops? What gain is it if 
you gain wealth and lose your boys? Examine 
yourselves in the family. The home was es- 
tablished long before the church. If a man is not 
right at home and neglects the family altar, his in- 
flaence isgone. I notice signs in Boston which 
read, ‘‘To rent, with power or without power.’’ 
There was a power in the rear of the building, and 
if one wanted to hire for manufacturing purposes 
he could hitch on; he could hire with the power 
or without the power. And to-day when we take 
members into our churches we would better ask 
whether they will ¢»me ‘‘with power or without 
power,” and if it’s without power, don’t take them. 
We have got enough of that kind. We wantsome 
“‘with power.”’ Whitefield had the power, and in 
the thirty-four years of his ministry he preached 
throughout England and America and shook both 
lands, and though he has been dead one hundred 
and twenty years the influence of that power is 
still felt. There are too many ‘border Christians.’’ 
Get as far from the world as you can. I am dis- 
gusted with the Christianity of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Examine yourselves to see if your Chris- 
tianity is skin deep. Take your stand beside Paul; 
four times he has received thirty-nine stripes, and 
uow he is going to receive thirty-nine more. 
What are you going tode, Paul? “I do but one 
thing: I press toward the mark for the prize of the 
high calling of God in Christ Jesus.”” The devil 
got his match when he got hold cf Paul. Paul 
was journeying to heaven, and if he was to go by 
the way of stripes, and stoning, and the Philippian 
jail, and the beheading at Rome, it was all right. 
He could say, ‘I have fought a good fight, I have 
finished my course, I have kept the faith; hence- 
forth there is laid up for me a crown of righteous- 
ness.’”? He had his eye on the crown. He was 
iooking to the coronation. His head was struck 
off. Nero got his head but Christ got his heart. 
And if you could have stood there with your eyes 
open, you would have seen a chariot of fire and 
horses of fire, and Paul as he stepped in and 
ascended up, up, up, up througa the skies to the 
throne of heaven—he is no stranger there—up, up, 
up, up to the seat of Christ, where Christ would 
say to the Father, “‘Thisis Paul.”’ He lived fora 
crown, Elijah had the power. He locked up 
heaven and put the key in his pocket, and it 
rained not for three years and six months. White- 
field lived for a crown, and wa have this dear old 
Bibie from which he preached [iifting Whitefield’s 
Bibl |, and it contains the same glorious truths. 
May the mantle cf Whitefield fall on us.

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THE STUDENT VOLUNTEER MOVEMENT. 
BY ALONZO D. WOODWORTH. 

Since Mr. Moody’s first Mt. Hermon gathering 
for B.ble study in the summer of 1886, where the 
volunteer movement started, a wonderful and 
wide-psrvading enthusiasm has grown up in i's be- 
half. At this first gathering, through the ir fi sence 
of Mr. Robert P. Wilder, a student of Princeton 
Osllege, about a hundred young men pledged 
¢1emselves to go to the foreign mi sionfisld. S.nce 
that day the work of enrollment has gone on with 
anabating enthusiasm until at present over six 
thousand two hundred young men and women 
have taken the pledge that they are “willing and 
desirous, God permitting, to become foreign mis- 
sionaries.”” The motto of the organization is, 
“Twe EVANGELIZATION ©F THE WORLD FOR 
GHRIST IN THIS @ENERATION.”’ 

At the re:ent convention held at Oleveland, 
February 27th to March 1:t, five hundred and 
twenty-five volunteers were assembled to consider 
the great undertaking. With them were gathered 
the representatives of nearly all the great mission- 
ary societies in the country. Many returned mis- 
sionaries were present. Many sons and daughters 
of missionaries were there from various foreign 
lands to make pleas in the interest of the people 
where their parents are at work. Remarkable as it 
may seem, those who had returned to America to 
attend this gathering were e:gar to return again to 
the work in foreign fi lds. 

The material for the greater part of the volunteer 
band has been found and gathered in from the 
colleges of our country. The young men and 
young women have been quick to heed the 900,- 
000,000 who as yet know not the Christ and who 
pray that a ‘‘Jesus man’ may besert to them. Says 
Dr. McOosh: ‘‘Has any such offering of living 
young men and women been presented in our age, 
in our country, in any age, or in any country, since 
the day of Pentecost?’’ 

Oar delegate to the convention from U. O. College 
was Miss Christena Penrod. She and another of 
our students, Miss Jennie Page, had resolved more 
than a year ago to prepare themselves for the 
foreign mission field. These two were active in 
promoting missionary meetings until Miss Page 
left for the South last fall. Since then the mis- 
sionsry spirit somehow worked its way over from 
the Young Women’s Christian Associatian to the 
Young Men’s Association, and there it has bsen 
working mightily ever since. But as yet there 
were no volunteers in this society. 

Well, Miss Penrod went to the convention, and 
much prayer followed her. Weexpected she would 
return bubbling over with new zeal for the cause of 
missions, and so it proved. The report of the meet- 
ing occurred Friday evening, March 6th, with a 
full attendance of students. The report proved 
long and interesting. At its close a special meet- 
ing was held, and after earnest prayer a call was 
made for any who would pledga themselves to be- 
come foreign missionaries, God permitting. Asa 
result two young ladies—Miss Elia Stephens and 
Miss Ray Hoskins—and three young men signed 
the pledge. The names of the latter are F. G. 
Strickland, Ozro Brown, and M. D. Wolf. All 
these will be for some years in study and prepara- 
tion for the work abroad. 

Now, my brethren, we have already four mis- 
slonaries in the foreign field. Others are ready to 
gO as soon as means are provided tosend them. In 
view of the fact, what are the lessons to be con- 
- sidered? I answer that we need at home— 

1, A faith in the work commensurate with its 
importance abroad. We need to remember that 
for time and effort spent abroad the harvest of souls 
is almost immeasurably greater than it is in the 
fields at home. No work, no time, no money yields 
such rieh returns. The fields are ripe for the har- 
vest; do we hesitate to send the reapers? : 

2, A great work is before us. No man can do it 
alone. Success without co-operation is impossible, 
and this leads me to suggest that we need—oh, 
may we not have it?—a closer organization of the 
church. I believe we are making progress in that 
direction. A recent writer of church history in 
his article on the Christian Church says that we as 
& people have wielded no influence in this century 
‘Dr. Hurst in his American Church History). In 
the bottom of my heart lies the conviction that the 
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statement is false. And yet, I see that this emi- 
nent man has some ground for his assertion. Have 
we pulled together? We rej»ice in our indepen- 
dence. Itisa blessing; but has it been an unmixed 
blersing? I trow not. 

5. Following close on this matter of organization 
comes the matter of finance. And just here the 
shoe pinches. But, brethren, is it not a burning 
shame to us to cry “‘hurrah’’ when others bring 
their offerings of time, of ease, of money, of home 
and kindred to carry on this work while we do so 
little? 

It is commonly reported that some ministers are 
afraid to take collections for missions, or to press 
the claims of Christ in this diraction, lest all the 
money sent out by the church will be so much 
taken from their salaries. If this be a fact, some- 
body is making an egregious blunder. The idea is 
false from center to circumference. S:tan could not 
devise a more fatal error. And any minister who 
works on that principle, self first and Christ after- 
wards, may expect to fail utterly—and deserves to 
fail—in his ministry. 

The fact is that the more money the church sends 
abroad the more money there will be to carry on 
the Lord’s work at home. This is no matter of 
theory; the strong denominations are living illus- 
trations of the fact. ‘'There is that scattereth, and 
yet increaseth; and there is that withholdeth more 
than is meet, but it tendeth to poverty.” Prov. 
11: 24 

& Finally, my brethren, we can not carry on this 
work without sacrifices. Butif we are not ready 
to make sacrifices, pray what is our religion good 
for? If our Christianity does not mean consecra- 
dion of heart and soul, pocket books and all, let us 
mut with it. ‘‘If ye then be risen with Christ, seek 
these things which are above where Christ sitteth 
m the right hand of God.”’ Cob. 3: 1.

WHY I AM NOT IN THE AOTIVE WORK OF THE 
MINISTRY. 

By reason of a very severe and long continued 
siege of muscular 1 heumatism (I was attacked on 
the 31 of last May, and am still suffering with it, 
juperinduced, as the doctors tell me, by an ex- 
tremely hard and stubborn attack of la grippe one 
year ago last January), I have been disabled for 
the active and continued work of the ministry. 
For six months following this attack I was unable 
for labor of any kind. The muscles of my throat 
became so much involved in the rheumatic trouble 
as to render it almost impossible for me to articulate 
sufficiently plain in audible voica to be understood. 
This throat difficulty in its severity continued for 
1 little more than five months, after which it began 
to give way gradually, so at the present time I am 
quite much relieved in this respect, although it is 
still with considerable difficulty that I pronounce a 
goodly number of words, and my voice is still very 
annatural. 

About the first of last November I began to feel 
that I could preach some again, although it might 
be attended with some diffi:ulty insodoing. Thus 
feeling, I gave my consent to assist Rev. L. D 
Arnold, pastor of the Tyrone Oongregational 
Ohurch, in Livingston County, Michigan, in a 
series of meetings with said church, and preached 
my first sermon in said meeting on the second 
Lord’s day in November. This meeting lasted for 
four weeks, with the following results: A much 
divided church re-united and lost confidence re- 
stored, some sixty requests for prayers, twenty or 
more wanderers reclaimed, and from fifteen to 
twenty consecrations. 

Since the time of the above named meeting my 
condition has been very much more precarious than 
it had been for the last four weeks prior to that 
time, in consequence of which I have preached but 
nine sermons, three of which have been preached 
this year. I have also had to refuse two calls for 
permanent services, one of which was for the pas- 
torship of a church for my full time, and that too 
at a reasonably generous salary. The other was an 
urgent solicitation for my services for one year at 
least, in the prohibition Gospel temperance lecture 
field, ata salary of $1,200 and expenses paid. 

Whether I shall ever be able to resume the active 
and continuous work of the ministry again is all 
shrouded in uncertainty. I begin to think it alto- 
gether probable that I shall not, but would like to 
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hope that it might be otherwise, as I very much 
prefer to be in the active ministry to that of any 
other employment, notwithstanding all earthly 
drawbacks attendant thereupon. 

In my exiremely straitened circumstances finan- 
cially, to which I have been forced by reason of 
this tedious, and at times most excruciating ¢ ffl c- 
tion, I have at times been exceedingly cast down. 
Especially was this the case in not being able to re- 
new my subscription to the HERALD OF GosPEL 
LIBERTY at the beginning of the present year, 
which has bean a great loss to me and to my wife. 
We have not seen a copy of that paper since the 
issue for the first week in January, consequently 
have no Knowledge of what the Christians have 
deen doing since that time—of their gains, lossee, 
ete. I was a subscriber to the old GosPEL HERALD 
from the time of my conversion (February, 1856) 
until that paper was merged into the HERALD OF 
GoOsPEL LIBERTY, at which date my subscription 
was transferred to that paper and for which I con- 
tinued to subscribe up to the close of December, 
1889, at which time I was compelled to give up 
taking it longer. Whether I shall ever be con- 
ditioned to again renew my subscription I of course 
ean not tell. I feel, however, to bid it Godspeed on 
its weekly mission of religious instruction and love, 

For thirty-four years have I given the greater 
portion of my time, thought, and energies as a 
public servant of the Lord Jesus to the Christian 
movement, during which time I bave done not a 
little hard work in endeavorirg to advance the 
publicational interests—espec ally that of the 
greater circulation of the HERALD OF GOSPEL 
LIBERTY, but happily, by reasan of a little 
monied investment in one department of our 
*hurch-work in the way of a life membership (cost- 
ing $25) in the Ohio State Christian Association 
(which membership commenced with its first or- 
ganizition), I may continue to do others good to 
the extent, at least, of the yearly interest that may 
continue to accumulate upon the amount of said 
life membership. May the L rd blees this ‘‘mite’’ 
to the largest possible extent, and may his abun- 


dant blessing ever attend the Christians.

Dear Brethren and Friends: 

The Board of Control of the Franklinton School 
has requested its secretary to submit the following 
letter to the HERALD for publication as an appeal in 
behalf of said school: 

We have come upon times full of the spirit that 
means progress or death. This spirit pervades 
every sphere of human action; advancement is 
written over the door of every workshop into 
which men must go to do their respective paris. 
Any person or institution that fails to entertain this 
spirit must necessarily fall to the rear. The posses- 
sion of this spirit means continuity of thought, con- 
tinuity of effort, and continuity of supply. By 
this we mean to say that there are resources from 
within and resources from without—the mind and 
soul of man within that reasons, plans, and ap- 
plies; the forces and maierial substances without 
through which the mind and soul of man becomes 
helpful in the realization of these plans and ap- 
pliances. It is in the continual correspondence of 
these two that the wonderfal progress of these days 
is being realized. Without this correspondence the 
utility of either one of these forces is fearfully im- 
paired. Parties, corporations, organizations are 
powerful only as wisdom and farsightedness as to 
plans and operations can have correspondence with 
extraneous means and agencies that will insure the 
execution of these plans, and the strongest agent 
for helpfulness in this world is that man or set of men 
that has the largest wisdom in devising ways and 
a commensurate patronage in the supply of means 
to carry such plans into operation. 

Now in the matter of support for our institutions 
of learning. We have brains and culture capable of 
planning and carrying forward the work of schools 
of even the highest grade. We can meet the needs 
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PASTORAL VISITING. 

The record of the life and works of Jesus Christ, 
as found in the four Gospels, telis of one, not only 
a great teacher, of whom even his enemies said, 
‘*N sver mar spake like this man,’’ but the greater 
part is a description of a sympathiz2r, helper, and 
Savior. 

Among the appellations given to the Christ there 
is none more beloved by men than the ‘‘Great 
Paysician.”’ While we admire the sublime truths 
of the “sermon on the mount,’ the simplicity and 
grandeur of the ‘‘Lord’s Prayer,’’ yet the feelings 
produced by these are not to be compared with the 
thrill of admiration and reverence excited when 
we read that “the was rich, but for our sakes be- 
came poor, that we through his poverty might be 
made rich.”’ 

Obrist came, not as a separatist, not to live above 
men. He dwelt with men; he came to the lowest 
to declare by word and life that God desired to 
carry the burdens of men. He went about ‘‘doing 
good.’”’ Christ isthe ideal minister of the Gospel. 

The minister of the same Gospel is to imitate the 
same ‘*Perfect One,’’ teaching not only by word 
from the pulpit once or twice a week, but by a per- 
sonal presence during the week, declaring a tender, 
loving sympatby for his flock in their trials and 
joys. The minister who spends all his time in the 
study may become wise in languages, sciences, and 
philosophy, but tha minister who spends a part of 
his time in acquiring a knowledge of his people 
will be far better able to give them good, nourishing 
food. Not that we are to neglect study—it should 
be our supreme business to know how to preach, 
and to do this we need all that learning can offer— 
yet we must remember that one of the mightiest 
help3 to the sermon is to know men. When we 
know the need, the ailment, we can make a dili- 
gent search for the remedy, and having found it, 
apply it with full faith of a cure. 

The minister of the Gospel is not only to be a 
teacher, but also a shepherd, knowing his sheep, 
their lives, the temptations, the trials, and difficul- 
ties they meet with. To have this knowledge he 
must visit his people at their homes and places of 
business. No wonder the parish of Eversley pros- 
p2red. When we read the following from the life 
of Charles Kingsley we are led to exclaim, This 
man was 2 pastor! 

‘*Yes, my friends, trese are real thoughts; they 
are what come into people’s minds every day, and 
I am here to talk to you about what is really going 
on in your soul and mine; not to repeat to you 
doctrines at second hand out of a book, but to 
speak to you as men of like passions with myself, 
as sinning, sorrowing, doubting, struggling human 
beings.’’ 

How can a man reach hi: fellow-men unless he 
kaows them, a3 this man knew those to whom 
he addressed these w ris? You ask, ‘‘How shall 
we visit?’ The following are afew simple rules 
which have been very helpful to me in my work: 

1, Go prepared by communion with the Father. 
Go with joy and kindnessin your soul. G> because 
you love to; prepared to speak or to keep silent. 

2. Not so much in the capacity of a clergyman a3 
in that of a fellow-man. Not to read a lecture, but 
to show them you are interested in their welfare. 
It you fiad them in sorrow tell of one ‘‘who hath 
borne our sorrows.’’ Pray with those that need 
your prayers. Keep your eyes and ears open and 
you will know when and where to wait upon your 
ministry. 

3. Visit systematically. Keep a memorandum of 
your peoples’ addresses. Call upon them in order, 
visit impartially; better stay at home than have 
some particular place of visitation. If there be 
any partiality let it be shown to the poor, neglected 
ones. Yes, a minister has the same right to have 
choice friends as any other man, but there must be 
care taken in expressing the friendship. ‘The 
minister should cut the loaf of society, not hori- 
zontally, but vertically, and take it with all there 
is in it, from top to bottom, and you will find—as 
it is in the housewlfe’s cake sometimes—that the 
raisins are pretty much all at the bottom.”’ 

4. Visit the non-church-goers and you will not 
complain so much aboutempty pews. If they will 
not come to you, go to them, and in many cases 
you will be able to remove the difficulty. 

5. Carry some religious literature for distribution. 





There are little tracts which are very helpful 
Some of your old papers and magazines would be 
a power for good. 

As a closing word, never carry gossip; if your 
people make a confidant of you, never batray 
them. Never talk about the other members oi 
your parish ualess it be to praise some good thing 
they have done. Always be about your Master’s 
business. J.G. Durron.

3. ‘Tae Lord’s Sapper’ is as clean-cut from any- 
thing Mosaic as is the paschal lamb of anything 
Egyptian. The paschal lamb is as Mozes is ready to 
leave Ezypt; the supper is when Jesus has ‘ finished 
the work thou gavest me to do,’’ and the R »man 
police are at the door. Yes, Jasus as Prince oi 
Peac?, ceases to work when the sword is called to 
the front. 

4, Olearly, in time, the supper precedes baptism, 
and no reference is made to any prerequisite act or 
ordinance, nor to anything that should immedi- 
ately succeed it. Therefore, by the record, it stande 
clean-cut from Judea and from everything else, ex- 
cept that those who took the cup should confess 
their faith in Jesus’ death for the sins of many. 

5. When Jesus gives baptism it stands, not as a 
prer: quisite to the table or anything else, but simply 
a one duty. 

6. It is difficult to see how to get to the water, 
except by the blood, the cross, the death of Christ 
first? Absolutely, no faith in the blood, no cross 
on which to crucify the old man, the water is of no 
avail. But if it can be proved that water crucifies, 
kills the old man, the cross, the crucifixion of the 
old man is better done by water. Yes, every 
Christian pauses at the cross, the death of Christ, 
first; and the table as the faith as readily comes 
first. 

7. Establish the doctrine that baptism, immersion, 
must precede the table, the Baptists are ‘‘as sound 
as a nut,’’ and open communion is a delusion. The 
Baptist’s plea of conscience is more Christian than 
liberal, open communion. 

8. AsIsee it, as Jesus is the undoubied autho 
of his table and his baptism, and has not put any 
firstly or secondly to either, I am an open com 
nmounionist; that is, I welcome all who have ‘‘faith 
in the blood that cleanseth from all sin.”

College is to furnish to 
the youth of America, and especially those of the 
Obristians, a most thorough collegiate and Christian 
education, so as to prepare them for teaching, for 
business, the learned professions, or polite arts; at 
rates so moderate as to be within the reach of all.’’

through all the teachings of the Word and through 
all the ministry of the Church. If the terms were 
left to himself he could hardly wish easier or more 
reasonable ones, and the chances are, if he desired 
salvation at all, he would not wish to modify 
them. 

God’s terms present two characteristice, as we 
view them through the light of the Holy Scriptures, 
the first of which is simplicity and the second im- 
perativeness or absoluteness, The terms are 80 
simple that we are filled with surprise, and yet 
substitution or modification is never to be seen in 
single instance. 

The simplicity is both suited to man’s nature and 
in keeping with God’s dignity, and man should 
not seek to discover fault or inconsistency therein. 
Infinity has to do with atoms in creation, and with 
infinitesimal forms of life in nature, and man in his 
experiments, while seeking the solution of pro- 
toundest questione, makes use of agencies whicl 
seem to the child as simplest toys. These works 
of God and these experiments of men are perfectly 
in keeping with both the Divine and human na 
tures. And why should God not be imperative ix 
his laws? Menare. No exceptions are allowed t 
the laws of the Naticn, state, or city. The one law 
governs all the people from president to peasant, 
and the penalty for the violation «qually applies t 
all. There might, with propriety, perhaps, b« 
some exceptions to or deviations from the voice o: 
human laws from the imperfection of their authors 
but exceptions to God’s laws could not be desirec 
or claimed on this ground. 

Through Noah, God gave one means for man’ 
salvation only. The man who would live mus 
enter the ark. The condition was reasonable as i: 
was simple, and God held the people exactly to it 
If we may believe the Mosaic statement, Goc 
saved no man who did not comply with his ex 
pressed will. In the case of Israel in Egypt, i: 
was the same. A lamb of the first year should b: 
slain, and its blood sprinkled on the lintel and door. 
posts of the house. This done exactly as God di 
rected, the angel of death would pass over then 
and their first-born would not die. We may laug} 
if we will at the conditions, and deem them un 
worthy, if we choose, of a God, but if we accep 
the Christian system we must indorse the story. 
and consent that as in the other instance, so in this 
God permitted no deviation from his established 
law. If no first-born in Israel died, it was becaus 
no family of Israel refrained from exact obedience 
God would save the people on no other terms, 

It was so in the case of the bitten people of the 
wilderness. God was ready to save them, and o1 
the simplest and most reasonable conditions. The 
brazen serpent, erected on the pole within sight of 
the people, must be looked upon, and the venom 
of the serpent’s bite would lose its power. Simpler 
terms could not be wished, and we may believe 
that all were glad to comply with them. As with 
nations and peoples, so was it always with individ- 
uals, 

Two cases will illustrate our idea. Naaman was 
aleper. The most loathsome of all diseases was 
rooted in his blood. No skill of man could avail 
him anything, and all the skill gathered through 
ages since, if then at his command, would have 
availed for him no more. 

The man wisely sought redemption, and at once, 
on the urging of his king, based upon the simple 
assurance of a child, went to the prophet of God in 
Samaria. Not less than twenty thousand dollars 
in value was carried to the man of God, all of which 
he would gladly give for his rescue from a disease 
worse than death—a disease which was nothing less 
than a living death. 

Arrived at Elisha’s door, his want was made 
known and the prophet’s help was implored. ‘Go 
to Jordan and dip seven times, and your fiesh shall 
come upon you fresh as the fiesh of a child.’ 
Naaman saw the virtue in the water of a polluted 
stream, and not in his faith and obedience. The 
redeeming power, as he saw it, was not a God above 
all gods, but an element that he could not respect. 
And so he was filled with wrath as one being evi- 


dently imposed upon. To go thirty miles away 
for an act so utterly unreasonable, in a case so des- 


perately bad, seemed to him like going on a fool’s - 


errand, and only by the earnest persuasions of his 
servants could he be induced to go to the Jordan. 
He did go at last, and dipped seven times ag 


directed, and the result promised came instantly 
upon him. When he had fully obeyed, there wag 


no taint of leprosy in the blood of the man. Bat 
only by the act, and in the exact form of its pre- 
scriptior, could Naaman have been saved from hig 
leprosy. Call the act simple or not, the results were 
blessed, and the results surely justified the means 
used. 

God could have saved Naaman by any one of 
ten thousand other means, but this was the one 
chosen by him for reasons wholly wise and con- 
sistent, and he would have given the blessing 
sot ght to the man on no other terms. 

The blind man, whose eyes Jisus anointed with 
clay, had to go to the pool of Siloam and wash asa 
condition of sight. He must wash, and he must 
wash in Siloam’s waters. How foolish would it 
have been in him not to have washed or to have 
insisted on washing in some other waters! 

These lessons show us that God was ready to 
save physically on certain terms of the simplest 
nature, but that he gave deliverance only on his 
own conditions. We can see no reason for faulting 
God for not saving those who would not be obedi- 
ent, nor can we see anything wrong, unbecoming, 
or inconsistent in the terms he laid down. 

Morally, it is the same. By the material and 
physical God has illustrated his methods in the 
moral and the spiritual. He saves the soul here 
and hereafter on the simplest of all possible terms 
—a penitent turning away from sin and an engaged- 
nezs in services of love toward God and man. By 
repentance for sins and faith in Gcd through his 
Son, as the one medium of man’s salvation, with 
love for God and men, one may have deliverance 
from sin. This deliverance obtained, the doors of 
the endless life are open, hope is made to abourd 
in the heart, joy unspeakable becomes the portion 
of the soul, and the work of righteousness becomes 
the end and ambition of the life. 


On these simple terms all may have salvation. . 


The terms are becoming human dignity and are 
worthy of the Divine nature. We can not see Low 
consistency can ask for better terms, or how one 
can fault God if salvation is refused him in his dis- 
bedience.

A HALF OENTURY GONE. 

Judge and Mrs. A. L. McKinney celebrated their 
fiftieth anniversary of matrimonial life on Satar- 
dsy, the 7th of this month, beginning at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon and closing at 10 r. m. Honorable 
congressmen, judges, lawyers, and preachers were 
there in great profusion, vying with each other in 
expressions eulogist’c. Such diversity of talent 
and calling and such perfect unanimity of heart, were 
prophetic of the jolly good time which followed. 
In the presence of such an array of diversified 
genius we felt a conscious pride in having the ad- 
vantage of longest acquaintance. It was forty-four 
years ago last August since we first met the Judge. 
He was then more of a “‘jadge’’ of Gospel than of 
law. Fresh from the halls of learning, he was on 
his way to the Miami Oon’erence, which met that 
year (1846) at Rocky Spriog Ohurch, two miler 
north of Troy, Ohio. He tarried at my father’s 
house, which was always a home for ministere, and 
well paid for his lodging by preaching that 
night in our home church in West Florence. 

Forty-four years of successes and failures, of 
hopes and disappointments, have not erased from 
our memory the appearance of that young man in 
that old pulpit of long time ago. His figure was 
tall, hair jet black, eyes dark and piercing, logic in- 
vincible, and his burning words of eloquence, ut- 
tered in the spirit of the Gospel, stirred our heart 
to its very depth. Not wonderful that the nex’! 
morning we accepted his invitation, ‘‘Come, gc 
with me to confererca and present your name for 
membership.”? That was our beginning. Nor 
shall we ever forget the able men of that assembly 
—Nathan Worley and his son Oaleb; David Parvi 
ance and his son Levi; Richard Simonton and hi: 
son Hiram; James Williamson, secretary of con: 
ference, and his brother Elijah, the weepinr 
prophet; Rev. I. N. Walter, the presiding «ffi 
cer; Rev. James Maple, the elcquent platform 
preacher; and last, but not least, Rev. A. L. Mc 
Kinney was there brimfal of vivacity, wit, anc 
wisdom, ready to enjoy the ‘“‘feast of reason and 
the flow of scul.’”? -Nor have all these years of 
ups and downs, labor and worriment, quer ched the 
flame of his youthful zeal nor put out the fire of hi: 
young, manly eloquence, More than seven decades 
have passed, yet there is fire in his eye, elcquence 
on his tongue, and more and beiter, an increased 
hate for the wrong and love for the right in hir 


heart. 

His wife, too, on that fiftieth bridal night, wor: 
the express'on of the first wedding joy. Fifty 
years of sunshine and shadow, of joy and sorrow. 
had added ripeness to youthful beauty, and the ex- 
pression of hope to that of the cheer of long ago 
What a beautiful illustration of the Divine prom- 
ise, ‘The path of the just is as a shinir g light, tha 
shineth more and more unto the perfect day.’’ 

The judges and lawyers were pleased to dwel’ 
with pleasant remembrances upon the honor tha' 
had been heaped upon the Jadge by his constitu. 
ents, who had, for a series of years, elected him i 
fill two of the most important « ffices of the county. 
and to the legal talent and gentlemanly courtesy 
which he had uniformly manifested at the bar 
And the presentation speech of the present judg: 
of the court was made more ¢ffectual by the con 
stant tossing up and consc quent ringing of the pre 
cious metal. Preaching is wonderfully helped by 
the manifest spirit of sacrif'ce. 

The ministers, however, were inclined to refer 
to the long years of Christian service of these happy 
two, and to the corsequent bleesedness of the pre 
cious hope of their meeting in that grand reunio: 
in the “sweet by and by,” and to cffer, not th: 
shining gold, but loving hearts, as expressions ¢ 
good cheer. We made a special effort to be ther 
because of our personal friendship and loving de 
votion, which have been urdisturbed for near: 
half acentury. For all these years we have felt t 
regret that our dear Bro. Mc Kinney should hav 
felt called to exchange the pulpit for the bar, yet 
We have heartily conceded the fact that this was : 
matter belonging to his own personal choosing, ant 
that we should continue to rejoice because that h: 
has maintained his Christian manhood, and ths’ 
his fidelity to the Christian Church has been abov: 

ble suspicion. Fuur devoted daughters, + 
number of grandchildren, the pulpit, the bar, th: 
bench, the halls of Congrees, ard a house packed 
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with ardent friends were there to extend songratu- 
lations to the happy couple, and to express the 
hope of many years to follow.

SWANSEA’S (MASSAOHUSETTS) PLAN FOR MI8- 
SION-WORK. : 

I have the consent of Rev. Lester Howard, pas- 
tor of the Christian Church of Swansea, Mass., to 
publish the following letter, which I received from 
him some time ago. This I would do, both for the 
plan sug g2sted and for the inspiration it may con- 
tain for others to ‘‘go and do likewise.”’ The plan 
of passing pledge cards to the entire church and 
congregation for weekly contributions is a good 
one, and can be worked by church missionary so- 
cieties as well as by Christian Endeavor societies.

SWANSEA CENTER, Mass, February 20, 1891. 

Dear Bro. Bishop,—Reading your suggestions in last 
week’s HERALD, with reference to the mission-work of 
the Christian Church, I thought you might be interested 
in the plan now in operation by this church. It is not 
altogether unique, and yet part of it may be. We have 
foralong time been trying to bring this church into 
line with a more definite system of giving. We have a 
Young People’s Society of Christian Endeavor, alittle 
more than a yearold. Instead of organizing a distinct 
foreign mission society, the Y. P. S.C. E. have entered 
into the work. A missionary committee of five mem- 
bers was appointed by the society to canvass the society 
and the whole church, for the purpose of securing 
weekly pledges. The pledge card used is as follows: 

Desiring to give something each year, according as 
God gives me ability, in support of the Foreign Mission- 
work of the Christian Church, I hereby covenant to 
PBY...-..0000 piace cents each week for that purpose. 
Swansea Christia n Church. “a " 

These pledge cards beivg filled are then returned 
the treasurer of the committee, who gives to each person 
pledging a packet of envelopes. Into these each week 
the amount pledged is deposited, and on the first Sun- 
day of each month (being with us communion Sunday) 
the amount for the preceding month is sealed up, with 
the pledger’s name and amount stated on the envelope, 
which is then dropped into the missionary box stationed 
in thechureh. The treasurer keeps the proper account 
of the several amounts pledged, also any other deprsit 
found in the box. Thus, besides the usual missionary 
sermons, missionary concerts, etc., by which the people’s 
attention is to be frequently called to the subject, every 
first Sunday their attention in this helpful way is 
directed to this important department of Christian 
work. Not only those who have pledged to give, but 
others who may not feel like binding themselves by 
this plan, will by invitation each month have a like op- 
portunity. We began this work with this year—1891. 
We believe it will be admirably adapted to the peculiar 
temperament of this people. All pledge cards have not 
yet been returned, but enough at this early beginning of 
the plan to assure nearly fifty dollars per year. We 
modestly hoped to reach fifty dollars this year, but will 
exceed it considerably; how much can not yet be 
known; but in the meantime you will hear from the 
church at Swansea. It may seem like asimple thing, 
asmaill affair by the way; but it is asystem, neverthe- 
less, that marshals the little cfferings fora definite pur- 
pose, and may be a growing thing with us, as our young 
life comes to have larger conceptions of the work.

Different ones have at times written about the 
children of Japan showing how well off they are, 
almost making the home-country people think that 
the children are living in paradise, and they feel 
badly that heathen children should be in s> many 
ways better than their own who have always had 
some Ohristian training beside subject to good rules. 
Now, I think it is quite unfair to our home friends 
to write such reports and onesided facts about Japa- 
nese children, but perhaps it was the case where 
they happened to be on some occasion, time, or 
place,

I myself have read from Miss Bird’s book that 
she had not heard a child cry all the time while she 
was in Japan. This has been a wonder to many, 
nor can we understand what part of the country 
she visited. I have been in Japan three years and 
have traveled some, but in every place have heard 
that children can and dociry. It is quite true that 
they are thought much of, taken about a great deal, 
given a great many toys, kept up often until the 
parents go to bed, but whether this isa good or bad 
way, we do not all think alike. They are also 
allowed to mingle with their parents and grown 
friends who play with them and let them see and 
hear almost everything they do themselves, even 
taking them to bathe with them, so that in many 
ways and things the children of Japan are old while 
they are young and which can be well seen in their 
faces. 

My experience is this: I seldom, if ever, go out 
or live one day without feeling truly sorry for the 
greater part I meet with. I meet with scores that 
I can pity almost to tears, and why, you wish to 
know; because they are gotten up so early in the 
morning, tied to the back without anything on 
their heads in the burning sun, o/ten until the poor 
little things are almost crippled for the want o 
action. Then their heads (an astounding number) 
are a sight to b3shold; many almcst blind with a 
dreadful breaking out, the reason I have never yet 
been able tu find out, and this, with the generally 
dirty nose, makes me turn my head, and my heart 
to ache, and I long for some change for the man}

An Old Oustom in Japan. 
Straightforward ways are greatly admired by our 
Western nations, but trickery and a working around 
through others to cbtain the desired end is often 
practiced in the East. I know ofa native preacher 
among Christians who sejzed upon an opportunity 
when he thought his people could by no means do 
without him to have his salary increased by about 
two-thirds. How to get this.was his trouble, so he 
resigne, thinking the board he wes under would 
never accept if it were by any means pcs:ible to re- 
tain him. In hie letter to the secretary he said this 
letter was from him as a servant of the board, but 
he would hear from him again as a member of the 
church. 

At the same time his energies were bent to get the 
members of the churzh he was ministering to, and of 
which he was a member, to make as for themselves 
a request for his reteation with the desired increase 
of salary. This, in his case, failed; the trathren, as 
Christians, would not uphold such ways, but while 
from continued worrying they afterward. yielded, 
nevertheless they tricked him by not sending it in 
until his resignation was accepted. Such ways are 
relica of the past, but are often practiced in Japan. 
Pray for right understanding and right ways.

Was born in Westchester County, N. Y., 
and died at Ingleside, Steuben County, 
February 6, 1891, sged 62 years. He had 
lived a varied life, wandering here and 
there for the past 36 years or more in search 
of the relief from physical ailments which 
a change of climate would temporarily 
give.

Caward, of Prattsburg, and soon after re- 
moved to Naples where he practiced den- 
tistry. He was converted in the M. E. 
Church at Naples, of which his wife was a 
devoted member. His parents were mem- 
bers of the Baptist Church. He joined the 
M. E. Church on probation, but found 
upon study that he could not assent toall 
of their articles of faith, so withdrew and 
joined the Christian Church of Naples, in 
which «ct his wife joined him. e im- 
mediately began the study of the minis- 
try, and was called to the pastorate of the 
Christian Church at Honeove Falls. From 
there he went to the Milan Church, Dutch- 
ess County. I can not say how long he re- 
mained with this church, but he leftthem 
to take charge of the work of raising an 
endowment for the Biblical Institute, 


which work he did not leave until the 
school was established and running. This 
work left him so much broken down in 
health that he was obliged for a time to 
give up the work of the ministry and went 
to Hannibal, Missouri, in search of health. 
As soon as able he began preaching again, 
and has labored with the churches of On- 
tario, Olive, and Rose, in Illinois; Winter- 
set, Iowa; Oxford, Michigan; Naples, 
Ingleside, and North Rush, New York 
thouch not with all of them as settled 
pastor, sometimes havin 
a time. 
evangelist in Iowa while living at Le 
Grand.
